Adopts Budget With 


Salary Increases 


Annual increases of $260 for 
school teachers, clerks and 
nurses, and $208 for janitors and 
bus drivers were included in the 
195¢ budget adopted by the school 
committee Monday night. 

The department budget totals 
$380,287. Last year it was 
$335,273. The difference _ of 
$45,014 includes $17,519 for 
salary increases and adjustments. 

A new salary schedule which 
was explained by Chairman Gordon 
C. Colquhoun was adopted as pre- 
sented. 

It is the policy of the committee 
that after 15 years of teacher ex- 
perience in Andover a_ teacher 
passes to the ‘*hachelor’’ status, 
Ateacher with a bachelor’s degree 
who receives 30 college credits 
will be considered in the 
‘*master’s’’ schedule. An increase 
of $150 a year for the first four 
years and $100 a year thereafter 
shall be given for satisfactory 
teaching service until the maxi- 
mum is reached, 

In the schedule the ‘‘bachelor’’ 
range is from $2650 to a maximum 
of $3718; master from $2900 to 
$3968; master & supervisor, $3150 
to $4218; director $3450 to $4518.

Weakness Or Strength? 


It is evident that a large and stubborn clique in this govern- 
ment is still fighting for all the costly proposals which would 
transform the country into a paternal state based on the British 
socialist model.

We cannot draw a fast line between domestic policy, foreign 
policy, and military policy. Ever-increasing inflation, and a 
steady decline in the purchasing power of the dollar, could in 
itself undermine the military program toa disastrous degree. The 
politicians talk about sacrifices. Let them start by sacrificing 
political programs which would sorely weaken us when we must 
be strong. The only ones who are really sacrificing anything are 
those in the armed forces.

Communists Demand More Work 

Right now nearly all Communist 
publications are filled with orders 
to commissars to bolster the

Leninist criticism and _ self- 
criticism.’’ This must not be con- 
fused with free speech criticism of 
Communist faith or government, 
Rather it is criticism of failure

Q—My uncle, a World War II vet- 
eran, died in 1947, leaving my aunt 
a $10,000 GI insurance policy, 
which was paid in a lump sum. The 
policy also listed two contingent 
beneficiaries.My aunt died in 1949, 
before receiving the special NSLI 
dividend. To whom will the divi- 
dend be paid? 

A—The dividend will be paid to 
your aunt’s estate, and not to the 
contingent beneficiaries. When 
your uncle died, your aunt was 
vested with the right to all bene- 
fits of the policy, including the 
dividend—thus precluding the pos- 
sibility of the dividend going to 
the contingent beneficiaries.

SOCIAL SECURITY 


A dependent husband, as well 
as a dependent wife, is eligible to 
old-age and survivors 
payments under _ the 
social security law. 

Beginning last September, the 
dependent husband of a woman 
who, through her own work in a 


insurance 
amended 


social security job became en- 
titled to old-age benefit payments 
at any time after 1939, is also 
entitled to insurance payments. 
This gives to the dependent 
husband the same old-age and 
survivors benefits that the de- 
pendent wife has always had 


under social security. To qualify 
as a dependent husband, he must 
have the status of husband of the 
insured woman under state law 
and the father of her son or 
daughter, or have been married to 
her for not less than three years 
immediately preceding the day on 
which the application was filed. 

The dependent husband must be 
65, or over, be living with the 
woman worker at the time he files 
the application for insurance pay- 
ments, and have receiving 
at least one-half of his Support 
from the woman worker at the time 
entitled to old-age 
benefits.
